Before fee Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission would put its necessary approval 
noon the request of the Missouri South- 
em Bailroad to borrow $100,000 from the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation it re- 
auired the railroad company to agree not 
to pay its executives and officials more 
than $10,000 a year during the life of the 
loan. 


This •will generally be applauded as a 


proper restriction with, the idea that, 
otherwise, there is no limit to which, sal- 
aries may be put for the officials of car- 
riers or public utilities. And that is a 
grave error. 


In adjusting the rates that public 


utilities may charge, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission^for those that operate 
beyond a^tate border, and our pwn.Pub- 
lic Service Commission,'for those engaged 
solely in intra-state commerce, have the 
authority to examine' carefully into all 
such matters. In setting up a rate sched- 
ule, allowance must toe made the corpora- 
tion for its honest expenditures, what it 
pays out for materials, labor, taxes, etc. 
These items are always limited to what 
it was treasonably necessary" for the 
corporation to pay out 
They never in- 


clude sums that were not necessary to 
be paid in order to gather for the cor- 
poration, the talent and care required to 
supervise its extensive properties. 


With a little railroad like the Missouri 


Southern, the matter may be' of a great 
deal of importance. With great railway 
systems its importance is mostly mental. 
Men striving hard to get along on a lit- 
tle wage are easily aroused by agitators 
who point to the president and his sal- 
ary of $25,000 to $75,000 a year. Ordi- 
narily were the president's wages to be 
cut 80 per cent and the money turned 
over to the men, it would not produce 
more than enough to_pay their tobacco 
bill for a month, such'are the great- 
ziumbers employed by these systems, 


.Nevertheless that -is no reason why 


excessive salaries should be countenanced. 
Leaders with a thorough knowledge of 
great properties, the disposition to direct 
their manifold and intricate affairs in a 
smooth manner, an alertness to gather 
all available business and the ingenuity 
to create new business, are worth good 
money. Too often perhaps the good sal- 
aries are continued for those who have 
given little^ or no evidence of the qual- 
ities that would entitle them to high pay.

BANQUO'S GHOST 


In retiring from the cabinet to become 


"president of the American Iron and Steel 
Institute, Robert P. Lamont may find him- 
self traveling treacherous trails. 


Like many other trade associations in 


various lines of industry, the Iron and 
Steel Institute Jhas long been identified 
with the steel business, striving for stand- 
ardized trade practices, gathering statis- 
tics and generally, so far as permitted by 
law, weaving a web of cooperation among 
steel manufacturers and -distributors. 


Steel has been and still is faced with 


distressing trade conditions. With mills 
running at a fraction of catiacity. com- 
petition for the small amount of business 
available has driven prices to below cost 
of production .and generally demoralized 
the trade. In this respect it is no differ- 
ent iron other large and small industries 
throughout the country. 


Mr. Lamont is to receive a large salary 


to bring order out of chaos, to lead a de- 
moralized business back to • some sem- 
blance of cooperation and stability. 


"For -whatever announced purposes 


trade associations may be organized, there 
is always bound to be one question of 
absorbing interest that, like Banquo's 
ghost, comes to sit in uninvited state. It 
' is the question of price-fixing. 


Forbidden by anti-trust laws to stab- 


ilize industries through combinations in 
restraint of trade or efforts to fix prices, 
trade associations are constantly running 
afoul the federal government. Though 
often encouraged by the Department of 
Commerce and the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, these associations are continually 
subject to suspicious scrutiny by the At- 
torney General's office. 


Price stabilization becomes all-impor- 


tant in any attemgt to overcome the dis- 
astrous competition which now prevails 
in steel and other industries. Mr. Lamont, 
in normal times, would have difficulty in 
traveling the road between legal coopera- 
tion and anti-trust law violation and 
. *voidkig the tver-present spectre of price* 
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But with a federal government 


committed to business recovery, Banquo's 
ghost may be entertained in state as a 
privileged and welcome guest and, re- 
versing the tradition, be observed plainly 
by all except the King.' 


THE ECLIPSE 


For countless generations, long before 


recorded history, mankind has squinted 
at the sun and wondered why it is hot and 
of what it is made and how long it will 
continue to shed warmth and light upon 
this terrestrial globe. Astronomers from 
one generation to the next have modi- 
fied their answers to these questions, al- 
ways arriving more nearly at the truth 
and yet never quite reaching it 


Next Wednesday afternoon these men 


of science, fortified with equipment worth 
hundreds of thousands of dollars will have 
another opportunity for close-up study 
of this mystery of the ages as the great 
lunar shadow rushes across eastern Can- 
ada and north eastern United States dur- 
ing the total eclipse. For a fleeting 100 
seconds of totality they will train their 
instruments upon the obscured sun in 
their ever continuing effort to find the 
answer to these questions. 


While Appleton is not located in the 


path of the total eclipse, so much of the 
sun will be obscured here that it will 
be an awe-inspiring spectacle. At least 
75 per cent of the sun's surface as seen 
here will be covered by the moon as it 
swings between the great flaming orb 
and the earth. It will he many years 
hefore the people of this vicinity again 
will be treated to this spectacle. 


Not so many years ago scientific study 


of the sun had only academic interest to 
the ordinary man, hut in this complicated 
age of telegraph and radio, knowledge of 
sun spots and other solar phenomena has 
a direct bearing upon our comfort and 
convenience. It has been definitely es- 
tablished that sun-spots, those huge vor- 
-tices of solar cyclones large enough to 
swallow the whole earth and still leave 
room for a couple of more planets, have a 
direct hearing upon radio reception -and 
upon telegraphic communication. 
As 


physicists learn more about these erup- 
tions upon the surface of the sun, other 
scientists seek to make practical use of 
their increased knowledge for the benefit 
of human kind. No longer are men con- 
tent to regard these phenomena as acts 
of God about which man can do nothing at 
all; rather they are seeking ways to min- 
imize their ill effects and take advantage 
of their possibilities for human better- 
ment. 


The eclipse offers man's only oppor- 


tunity to study the sun at first hand. 
If he were able to study the sun's corona 
any time he wished the real nature of 
its magnetic charm might more easily 
be determined, but it is only during the 
period of total eclipse that the corona is 
visible and close-up study is possible. 
Thus the eclipse, which for most of us 
is only a spectacle, is of tremendous im- 
portance in the quest for knowledge that 
will make our lives on earth happier and 
safer.

MAECONTS NEW DISCOVERY 


The latest discovery of Signer Marconi 


promises new and interesting develop- 
ments in radio. He has found a means of 
transmitting 
ultra-short 
radio 
waves 


which hitherto have been available only 
for extremely short distances and be- 
tween two points in a line of vision. 


In 1901, when Marconi first succeeded 


in receiving long-wave wireless signals 
across the Atlanta from England to New 
Foundland, certain phenomena existed 
which were not understood at that time. 
No reasonable explanation could be given, 
for example, as to why these wireless 
•waves folloved the curvature of 
the 


earth. 


Subsequently science proved that the 


upper air regions contained ionized stra- 
tas, highly conductive of electricity, that 
bounced these waves back to earth again, 
this process being continued with de- 
creasing intensity as the distance from the 
transmitter increased. This bouncing of 
the waves caused so-called "skip dis- 
tances" which would cause echoes on re- 
ceiving sets, did not these waves travel 
at the speed of light It was discovered, 
too, that the shorter the wave length, 
the greater these "skip distances" be- 
came, until the ultra-short waves were 
found to fly off into space at a tangent to 
the earth's surface and never return as 
energy that could be utilized. 


These ultra-short waves had charac- 


teristics similar to those of light and 
therefore could not be '"bent" or curved, 
although 
they 
could be transmitted 


around or over obstacles by reflection or 
other devices. 


Marconi has succeeded in "bending" 


these waves so that they will follow the 
j 


curvature of the earth. 
According to 


radio engineers the possibilities of the 
ultra-high frequency band are unlimited 
in the newer developments of radio engi- 
neering. There is a progressive decline in 
the cost of radio stations as the channels 
employed vary from low to high frequency, 
with the possibility of only a few watts 
being required to transmit these ultra- 
short waves to long distances.
